"CHOOL REPORSS 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Justus W. PEASLEE, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught in two terms of nine and eleven weeks respect- 
ively by Miss Ada E. Peaslee.

The wages paid, each term, were $26 per month, being nearly $11.50 
per scholar for the whole time. This was a school well kept. The 
teacher was efficient, earnest and conscientious in her purpose to do her 
best for her pupils. The school was orderly, and made good progress. 
The scholars seemed to be in sympathy and confidence with the teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
ALANSON M. SAwyYEr, Prudential Committee. 
Two terms of nine and eleven weeks were taught by Miss Emily Sanborn.

The wages paid per month were $26, making the cost for each scholar 
attending, $10. 

This school was studious, orderly, and in certain directions well 
trained; it always appeared well. On the whole, it may be pronounced 
fairly successful. One feature, however, was evident: the teacher 
trained the school for show, rather than real progress. This was painfully 
apparent at the examinations. The particular topics brought forward 
were evidently known to the pupils and prepared for beforehand, a course - 
which cannot be too strongly deprecated, both from its effect upon the 
school and the public. The drift toward that which is not ingenuous nor 
honest is strong enough without any aid from our public instructors. 
This was the blot on what would otherwise have been a successful school. 


SCHOOL REPORT. ll 


DISTRICT NO 3. 
GEORGE WriGcut, Prudential Committee. 


A single term in this district was taught for fifteen weeks by Miss 
Hattie E. Noyes. 
Whole number of scholars attending, - - - - - - - - 2

Wages paid were $32 per month, making the cost for each scholar $6. 

Miss Noyes was weli known, and had previously taught in this district. 
She had the reputation of an experienced and accomplished teacher, and 
we hoped for a highly successful school. 

It is-to be regretted this hope was not realized. 

The causes are easily seen: A disgraceful place for holding the school ; 
an unruly element among the pupils; a want of interest and co-operation 
on the part of a portion at least of the parents; and, it must be admitted, 
a very inadequate idea, on the part of the teacher, as to what constitutes 
good order in a school. 

It is readily seen that constant disorder is utterly fatal to all profit in 
any school, and failure here is complete failure. The teacher worked 
hard to convey instruction, and the school would doubtless have shown 
the results in good progress but for the reigning confusion which put all 
profit or advancement out of the question. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


JOHN PETTENGILL, Prudential Commitice. 


The first term of nine weeks was taught by Miss Mary F. Stevens; the 
second term of fourteen weeks was taught by Miss Rachel S. Corliss.

The wages paid per month were $24, making the cost for each scholar 
a trifle over $17. 

The teacher for the first term had previously taught the school success- 
fully, and the short term of her service was creditable to her ability and 
experience. 

The second and longer term was taught by Miss Corliss, for whom it 
was a new experience. She entered on her work with enthusiasm, and 
for efficiency, tact, and a conscientious purpose to do the most for those 
under her charge, she was certainly unequaled by any teacher in the 
town during the year. The district was fortunate in securing her.

Miss Sophia Moulton taught two terms of eleven weeks each, in this 
district.

The wages paid the first term were $24 per month, and the second term 
$25 per month, making the cost to each scholar about $10. 

The teacher of this school is a lady of long experience, having taught 
continuously for thirty-seven years. The school was quiet, studious 
and orderly, made good progress, and the fidelity of the teacher to her 
work is warmly commended.
